This principle is recognized 
by men in every calling, as surely as it exists 
there to be made available.

The mer- 
chant is well aware that nothing will more 
surely lead to ruin and bankruptcy than to 
constantly offer spring goods in autumn, or 
those for summer in winter. The sailor takes 
advantage of wind and tide to traverse the 
mighty deep, and when the heavens gather 
blackness, delays not to prepare for the com- 
ing storm. The politician who would secure 
an election, at once improves the excitement 
of the campaign, and neglects no means to 
gain the favor of votes, even of those whom 
he may despise. In all this sagacity and fore- 
thought the children of this world distinguish 
themselves by a wisdom that would be com- 
mendable in children of light. 

But however important these times and 
seasons may be for the interests involved,none 
can for a moment bear comparison with the 
crisis in the history of the human soul. It 
was acritical time in the history of Israel, 
when “Elijah came unto all the people, and 
said, How long halt ye between two opinions? 
if the Lord be God, follow him: but if Baal, 
then follow him.” The decision they then

By the blast of God they 
perish, and by the breath of his nostrils are 
they consumed.”

But notwithstanding we occupy 50 impor- 


tant a position, and have such vast interests 
at stake, such is the depravity of the carnal 
heart, and such the downward tendency of 
human nature, we never turn from sin to 
holiness, and from the service of Satan to the 
worship of the true and living God, until we 
are drawn by the gracious influences of his 
Spirit. That we possess and exercise this 
sinful disposition is an undeniable fact. And 
that God, who is perfectly holy, can not 
be charged with man’s sinfulness is equally 
clear, because he made man upright and 
stamped upon him his own image. It follows 
that his sinfulness, and the evil imaginations 
and invention of his own proud heart, are the 
sources of bis guilt. “And this is the condem: 
nation, that the light has come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather than the light ; 
because their deeds were evil.” ence arises 
the criminality of those, who, like the unbe- 
lieving Jews that stoned Stepken, are “stiff- 
necked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, 
and do always resiat the Holy Spirit.” 

With the general invitation of the gospel, 
“whosoever will may come and take of the 
water of life freely.” It is the sin of the sin- 
ner that he has no disposition to heed the 
voice of God; “For how shall we escape if we 
neglect so great salvation ?” But as we have 
observed that no sinner ever comes to God 
for salvation until he is drawn by the moving 
influences of the Holy Spirit; and that sin- 
ners may, and do resist that Spirit, whose 
manifestations are “given to every man to 
profit withal ”’ we shouuld also observe that 
God never violates the laws of our being in 
ordertosave us. It were better for the honorof 
God, that every soul should sink to hell, than 
his holy Jaws be trampled on, and justice per- 
verted. 

That our actions may be virtuous or sinful, 
we enjoy the power of volition. That we 
may be inclined to love and serve God, the 
highest of all possible motives are presented, 
securing happiness here, and glory hereafter. 
That we may be dissuaded from walking in 
the broad road to destruction, we are warned, 
exhorted, cautioned, entreated, and persuaded 
“with all the omnipotence of words,” while 
the gospel constantly “points the way to heav- 
en—to God.” 

The sinner who has passed the important 
crisis will find it too late to sue for mercy, 
“when once the Masterof the house has risen up 

* and shut to the door.” It will then bein vain 
to knock for admission. That voice that shall 
awake the dead, and call the nations to judg- 
ment, will then proclaim in thunder tones, 

‘Because I have called, and ye refused; I

The patents of heavenly filiation are letters of 
world-wide fraternity. Hence the very birth- 
cry of Faith, in the first utterance of a newly 
witnessed adoption, claims God not only for 
itself, but for the entire household of faith. 

It was so inthe Psalmist’s times. He said in- 
deed, “O God, thou art my God.” But he 
said also, “I was glad when THEY said unto 
me, come let us go into the house of God;” 
and Paul declares of early Christians, that 
giving themselves to the Lord they gave 
themselves to the Church by the will of God; 
and John puts down among the tests of true 
love to the Father, love to all who are begot- 
ten of Him. Is it, in these days of growing 
disregard for mere distinctions of class and 
rank, regarded as a noble utterance of the 
poet, when, scouting culiure, and wealth, and 
title, he exclaims, “A man’s a man for a’

There may be, and probably is less danger 
of the sinner’s passing this crisis when his 
mind is not particularly aroused to the great 
concerns of the soul; but when God strives as 
he did wish Ephraim, “How shall I give thee 
up, Ephraim ?” there is great danger that the 
crisis may pass, and his next utterance be, 
idols: let him 


“Ephraim is joined to 


alone.” 
There was a crisis in the history of the 


young man who came to Christ, with his heart 
set on his possessions, when Christ said to him, 
“Go sell what thou hast, and give to the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in heaven.”— 
Had he done as Christ commanded, no one 
doubts that he would have secured eternal 
life. As it was, “he went away sorrowful,” 
because he could not carry the world and re- 
ligion in his heart together. ‘The crisis once 
passed, we hear no more of his case, which 
was now doubtless sealed up for the judg- 


ment. 
When Jesus of Nazareth passed by, blind 


Bartimeus considered it a critical time, a sea- 
son notgto be neglected. Hear him cry, “Je- 
sus! Jesus!! thou son of David, have mercy 
onme!!!” If he let this opportunity pass, it 
might never come again. So with every sin- 
ner. There isa period in bis history, if neg- 
lected or misimproved, he will look back upon 
with horror. How many of you occupy that 
critical position, where the interests of your 
souls is suspended on the decision of the hour, 
yea, of the moment! You may long delibe- 
rate and ponder, but if ever you decide, that 
decision will be instantaneous as the work of 
conversion to God. What a position to oc- 
cupy! Living a pensioner on the divine 
bounty, and yet unrecorciled to that God 
whose very goodness should lead you to spee- 
dy repentance. Each moment you thus live 
only enhances your guilt. The next may find 
you in the immediate presence of your God 
and judge. How can you linger, when your 
judgment lingers not! Why slumber when 
your damnation slumbers not! How dare 
you resign yourself to sleep, when that 
sleep may be to you the sleep of death !— 
If the pale horse and his paler ri- 
der overtake you as you are, hell is your in- 
evitable doom! O then ere the silver cord 
of life be sundered; ere the vital tide cease 
to flow; before the Spirit of God be with- 
drawn, and the fearful crisis be passed; fly to 
the cross of a bleeding Saviour, believe in 
him and trust his grace, give him your whole 
heart to be his forever; and he who never has 
said to any of the seed of Jacob, “Seek ye my 
face in vain,” will receive you graciously and 
bless you eternally. 

Sinner haste thee! Quickly fly at Mercy’s call, 


that”—surely it is a principle older than his 
times—old as the cross and the day of Pen- 
tecost. Let aman, no matter what his sec- 
tarian distinctions, and natural or social disad- 
vantages,—or what his discrepancies in the 
minor views and practices of religion,—give 
but evidence of love to Christ and to his 
word, and holiness, and he is my brother.— 
Be he Armenian, or Calvinist, Episcopalian: 
Congregationalist,—let him be Baptist or Pe- 
dobaptist,—let him have all worldly disadvan 
tages of education, and station, and taste ;— 
be he Greek or Barbarian, bond or free,—if 
1 love Christ, I love that disciple of Christ. 
“A saint’s a saint for a’ that.” Under every 
variety of costume; and dispensation, and dia- 
lect, and race, the tenant of a Caffre kraal, 
or of the Greenlander’s snow-hut,—nay, let 
him mutter this prayer as his Pater Noster in 
an unknown tongue; if I find under all his 
superstition and disguises of hereditary pre- 
judice and error, the love of my Christ, and 
the likeness of my Lord, can I,—dare I disa- 
vow the brotherhood? But, beyond those 
who are already Christians ; we suppose the 
principle of fraternity, here recognized, to in- 
clude those yet ignorant of the Saviour, who 
may become hereafter christians. And as 
we know not but that the worst and basest 
may be one day translated into this last class ; 
see how broad a horizon the very outburst of 
the prayer opens. It*bids us intercede for 
all men. Stephen’s prayers took in Paul, 
whilst as yet that youth was the enemy of 
the martyr, and of the mortyr’s Lord, com- 
pelling men to blaspheme his Redeeming 
Name. And so should we pray, in the tem- 
per of our Saviour, when he flung from the 
cross the bands of His intercessory sympathy 
around the crowds, whose ears drank in with 
greedy hate the last gaspings of the murdcred 
victim. 

Taken in this view, how far is the gospel 
yet in meek advance of the reforms and revo- 
lutions of our time. We throw no word of 
scorn in the path of those seeking honestly 
and wisely to uplift the down-trodden, and to 
right the oppressed. But in the democratic 
outbreaks of our times, how much is there of 
the hereditary hate of the races. The Celt 
swears vengeance against the Saxon; the 
Sclavonic cannot fraternize with the German 
stock. The dim repositories of the past are 
ransacked for missiles and watchwords, that. 
may serve as firebrands to rekindle the old 
hereditary feuds of alien and rival lineages. 
The Italian thinks himself scarce a creature 
of the same blood and of the same God with 
the Austrian. Now the gospel goes forth as 
the great, the peaceful, but unappeasable rev- 
olutionist ; but its watchword is a fraternity 
broad as Humanity. And when men learn to 
feel these ties and claims of brotherhood, the 
needy and the lowly are soothed and elevated; 
the savage puts on dignity, and the bondsman

where barbarism had immured her. So, on 
the other hand, the mighty, and the intelli- 
gent, and the rich, thus instructed, forget their 
transient nnd skin-deep distinctions of caste 
and culture; and feel,—in the view of a com- 
mon sin—and salvation—and judgment-seat, 
—the sense of stewardship casting out the 
odious spirit of self-gratification. Literal 
equality, no change in man’s power can bring 
about. There would remain, onthe day after 
an equal distribution of all goods and lands to 
all earth’s inhabitants, the eternal and irremo- 
vable distinctions of sex and age, and mental 
talent and bodily endowment. You might as 
well propose to equalize the whole body of 
the man into an eye, clear but defenceless, or 
into a cheek, earless, and eyeless, and brow- 
less, as to make the body politic, in all its 
members, and all its circumstances, one.— 
But give the feeling of true christian {rater- 
nity; and, while each member retains its in- 
dividuality and its distinct offices, and its fit- 
ting peculiarities, the good of one member 
would become the good of all. The hand 
would toil in the light of the guiding eye ; and 
the eye travel in the strength of the adven- 
turous and patient foot. No external legis- 
lation, in the power of the Roman Empire, 
could have put John the Baptist utterly out of 
the reach of the long cherished grudge in the 
heart of Herodias; or have quenched in Ne- 
ro’s bosom his purpose of injury to the unof- 
fending Christians of his dominion. But let 
the grace of Christ have gone into the heart 
of the Jewess princess, or the Gentile despot ; 
and the one would not have asked the massa- 
ere of her brother in Christ, John the Bap- 
tist; and the other would not have heaped on 
his brethren, the millions of his subjects, 
wrong, and defilement, and confiscation, and 
death. The revolutions that stop short of the 
heart, leave the diseases of the body politic, 
aud the miseries of the individual, of the 
household, and of the nation, unremedied.— 
Brotherhood in Christ is the only true demo- 
eracy of the soul. And, unleavened by this 


gospel of the Nazarine, Democracy can be 
as despotic, sanguinary, and faithless, as was 
the dominion of the Old Man of the Moun- 
tain, the Prince of the Assissins, in the days 
of the Crusaders. 
mocracy as vaunting itself in the Canton de

I have pledged 
myself to this church—do I meet with them 
regularly on Lord’s day for worship, attend

Dol feel that I have a duty to per- 
form, a trust committed to me by God, and 
for which he will call me to an account? 

4. What are my views of membership ?— 
What view dol take of the Church? Do I 
regard it as a human invention, or a Divine 
institution? from heaven, or of men? Do 
I treat itas the Lord’s house, or as my own? 
In the church, do I consider myself as under 
law to God? or to do as I please? What 
does my conduct say? Is there that rever- 
ence, that deference, that consistency, which 
right views of the church should inspire? 
Did I enter it to please myself or others, or 
to serve God? Do I view the Church of 
Christ as the purchase of blood, and therefore 
sacred to God ? 

5. What is my conduct towards my brethren? 
Do I love them, feel interested in them, help 
them? If in my power, do I visit them when 
sick, and comfort them? When wandering, 
do I endeavor to reclaim them? Do I re- 
prove them in the spirit of meekness, and not 
suffer sin upon them? or do I only find fault 
with them to others, and thus make a bad mat- 
ter worse? Do I break the law of God, and 
injure them, by raising them up enemies at 
every corner, and thus help the Devil to pull 
down Zion, while I profess to be building it 
up? O, my soul, come not thou into this se- 
cret ; and, mine honor, to this assembly be not 
thou united. 

6. Do I love my pastor as Iought? Dol 
help him, or am I a burden to him? Dol 
respect him or despise him? Do I follow up 
the Word preached, by serious conversation 
and prayer? or do I injure his usefulness and 
destroy his influence by finding fault with him 
and his preaching, and by making others as 
discontented as myself? Is my conduct to- 
wards him courteous, kind, and loveiy ? or do 
I mistake impudence for honesty, and wound, 
afflict, and grieve his sensitive mind ? 

7. Do I pray for my pastor as I ought? 
He preaches, reads, studies, lives, labors, and 
prays for me. Do I pray for hin? Some 
people find fault with our minister, but, I fear 
never pray for him as they ought. Is this 
my case? Do I pray for him, not only in the 
prayer meeting, but in private, frequently ?

Do I pay my part cheer- 
fully, punctually, conscientiously, without blus- 
ter, parade, or talk? or have I rented a seat 
and never paid for it; or promised a subscrip- 
tion, but never fulfilled it? If so, can I pros- 
per? will God approve? will this do to die 
by? 

9. Am Lalaborer in God’s vineyard, or a 
loiterer? Is my talent laid up in a napkin, 
or laid out to the best advantage for Christ? 
How shall Iregard my present course upon 
my dying pillow, should I have one to die 
upon ? 

10. Am I growing in grace? My privi- 
leges are great. Dolimprovethem? DoJ 
love God more, Christ more, Christians more, 
sinners more? Is my faith stronger, hope 
brighter, humility deeper, charity broader,and 
principles more fixed? Do my hatred for sin 
and love to holiness increase? Is my spirit- 
ual vision clearer? Are my evidences grow- 
ing brighter and brighter? 

11. Do I live under the impression that I 
am responsible to God for time, talent, proper- 
ty, and the improvement of opportunities o 
usefulness? Upon all these do I see the 
motto written, “You are. responsible to 
me :”’ 

Iamina world 
of probation, trial, and duty ; should God call 
me at once to his bar am I prepared? Is my 
work done?

Should I receive the applauding welcome,

Refusal to Commune. 


Some time since we attended a sacramen- 
tal meeting in a neighboring chureh, and as 
we were] distributing the elements, observ- 
eda worthy deacon sitting on the seats appro- 
priated to the portion of the congregation that 
did not wish to partake of’ the ordinance. 
Knowing him to be a very good man, we took 
occasion, after the services were over, to ex- 
press our surprise and regret at seeing him in 
such a position. He replied that he hada 
personal difficulty in a pecuniary transaction, 
with one of the members of the church, and 
having lost all confidence in his piety, could 
never again sit down atthe same communion 
table with him. He seemed to think that he 
was perfectly justifiable in this course. We 
replied by asking a simple question : “Do you 
consider yourself better that the Saviour ? 
He sat down to his own table witk Judas, who 
heknew,in a few hours would betray hie, 
and who was a thief from the beginning.” , 

The question seemed to puzzle him, and 
We parted ; but as we were about to leave, on 
the next day, he came and expressed his 
great sorrow for having acted as he did. We 
then took oceasion to remark, that there was 
a strong probability that he had hatshly judg- 
ed his brother; but if he had not, the other’s 
having done one wrong could hever justify 
him in committing another wrong, in refusing 
to remember Christ. The command of the 
Master was, “Do this in remembrance of me.” 
The fact that another had defrauded him 
could never authorize him to defraud his Say- 
iour of that grateful and heartfelt remem- 
brance of him in his ordinance, which was his 
jnst due. He quoted the saying of the Sav- 
tour: “If thou bring thy gift to the altar, and 
there rememberest that thy brother has aught 
against, leave thtre thy gift before the altar 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to th ' 
brother, and then come and offer thy aift.”— 
We replied that that passage was not more 
applicable to the Lord’s Supper than it was 
to prayer, or any other approach to God; that 
if his interpretation of it was correct, he ought 
never to pray any more until he had settled 
his difficulty with his brother. We parted 
and were happy to learn from him a shore 
time since, that the train of thought then 
started in his mind had led him to seek a re- 
| conciliaton. and that he had been successful.

Letter from Rev: E- B- Cross. 
Tavoy, Jan. 17, 1851. 
To the Fairfield County Baptist Association. 


Dear Baetuaen:—I much regret that I have 
not beard from you directly the past year a8 here- 
tofore, since the commencement of writing to you. 
This may be owing to some circumstances which 
should have no influence in dampening or checking 
the warmth of my feelings in writiug to you, still, 
I should feel myself under abundant obligations 
for the kindness you have already evinced, even if 
I had no other tokens of welcome amongst you.— 
I have just returned from the meeting of what we 
have named the “Tavoy Baptist Association.” | 
wrote you last year of the origin of this Associa- 
tion, it we may so call it, and the character of its 
first meeting, held at ‘'ynkhya last year. Our pres- 
ent meeting has been in many respects & much more 
interesting and important one than the meeting 
last year. It has been more interesting because of 
the encouraging and positive results of the former 
meeting. The resolutions then adopted, to estab- 
lish family prayer in every house, and to set up 
Sabbath schools and Bible classes in the churches, 
and other things of this kind, have been carried 
into practice by a majority of the churches and in- 
dividual Christians, we hope. 

One of the important things in our present meet- 
ing, was to enquire into the extent of this prac: 
tice, and again to act upon the same resolutioons, 
in order that in the cases where they had failed, as 
as well as those wher> they had not, the churches 

and disciples might all engage in these important 
duties, with zeal and earnestness, Our present 
meeting has been interesting also in its relations 
to the church where it was held. God has poured 
out His Spirit, and revived His work among Chris- 
tian, as wel! as brought sinners to repentance. 

Icannot give you any adequate account of our 

meeting, as it must necessarily be too long to oc- 
cupy your time and attention, I must therefore refer 
you to my Journal, if it is published in the Maga- 
zine. God seems in a measure to have turned the 
captivity of His people in these provinces. In all 
the tours we have made this present season, we 
have met with most encouraging results. The 
churches on the ‘T'avoy river, which have for years 
been ina state of decline, and we may say confu~ 
sion, seem to have laid aside their differences, and 
come together again in love and union. They have 
readily consented to come back again frum their 
wanderings, and build their houses near their cha- 
pels, and endeavor to keep up their worship, and 
to turn their attention to improvements in their out- 
ward as well as in their spiritual condition. The 
same may be said of the Mata church, where our 
present meeting was held, only in a still more im- 
portant and striking manner. Also of the church in 
Samboo. The other places we have not yet visi- 
ted, but judging from the letters sent up with the 
delegates of the churches, we may infer that there 
are blessings yet in store for them, and we hope to 
meet these blessings in a still more cheering and 
encouraging sense than amongst those churches 
that we have already visited. But it is not simply 
among the churches that our encouragiug pros- 
pects are to beseen. The heathen begin to yield 
as I have never known them since my residence in 
the country. At Mata we had an exhibition of 
thie. The village which I mentioned in my letter 
two years ago, as attending a feast for the dead in 
it, has begun in good earnest we may say, to re- 
ceive the gospel. Seven presented themselves for 
baptism. Three of them were among the leading 
men, and perhaps the most important characters of 
all, except their chief, and bookho himself. They 
come out decidedly to be for God, and for none 
elee. They say, “we have gone many different 
ways to seek for good, and have feund it not; but 
here our path has its end; we go no where else.” 
In this they refer to the different systems they have 
followed, to find encouragement and hope of peace. 
They were originally Boodhists, and followed an 
old pretender, who died some time after my arrival 
here, and afterwards the chief whom I have men- 
tioned above. ‘I'hey made offerings to beings 
whom their bookho persuded them were their com- 

ing gods. We have great hopes of this village 

now, as they have asked and obtained for them- 
selves a preacher, and the general feeling is ex- 
ceedingly favorable. Six were baptized. The 
other bookho whom we visited at the time, and 
whose singular methods of worship,—washing and 
kissing feet, and singing women were described,— 
has also come to nought, and his followers forsaken 
him, and himself forsaken his place. This arose 
from his taking the wife of his principal drolon as 
he was called, in connection with his own wife.— 
His people are disgusted, and wish for a preacher of 
the gospel to come among them. Eighteen were 

baptized at Mata, three at Samboo, and fourat Ny- 

andula on the Tavoy river. I am unable to give 

you a regular statistical account of all our church- 
es, but this is the less necessary as it wiil be seen 

in printed documents. [ wish most earnestly to 
repeat the request I made last year, that you will 

adopt a correspondence with our infant and feeble 
Association. I made them a promise presumptive, 
that you would do so. It is evident that nothing 
can operate more powerfully to enlarge and ele- 
vate their minds, than the idea that they are com- 
muning and holding correspondence with people 

whom they so much respect, at such a distance. I 
am sure that our brethren and sisters will feel more 
deeply stirred within them, the spirit of benevo- 

lence and sympathy, when they think that their 

associational correspondence actvally embraces 

within itself, reclaimed heathen churches. You 

will forgive this rambling letter, and open your 

hearts wide for the love of souls, and for the Sa- 

viour who has died not only to redeem you, but the 

lost in all parte of the world.

South Carolina Election. 


The late election in South Carolina for delegates 
foa Southern Rights Convention, to bo held in 
Georgia sometime during the approaching win- 
ter, for the purpose of taking measures for the 
peaceful dissolution of the Union, resulted in the 
defeat of the disunionists by about two to one.— 
Even in Charleston, the strong hold of nullifica- 
tion, secession and chivalry, the disunionists were 
defeated by an overwhelming vote. The success- 
ful candidates are called co-operationists. That 
is, they go fur the Union as it is, until the slave 
states in a body are ready to “co-operate” with 
South Carolina in the suicidal work of secession— 
or, in plain English, to remain in the Uniou as long 
as any other State in it is disposed to; for the slave 
States, with the exception of South Carolina nev- 
er entertained the most distant idea of dividing 
the Union. The election just closed in Geogia 
was contested on Union and secession grounds, 
and the result was that Howell Cobb, the Union 
candidate for Governor, was elected by a majority 
of about 20,000 votes. The South understands the 
value of the Union too well to throw away the prix 
vileges they now enjoy, at the beck of a few thou- 
sand fanatics of the South Carolina “fire-eater” 
stamp. The South knows well enough, that were 
a peaceable division of this Union possible,their in- 
terest would be jeoparded under a separate organ- 
ization, ina tenfold degree to what they now are. 
As things stand at present, a few hundred slaves 
may escape annually, and find a safe asylum in 
Canada; but in the free States the poor slave has but 
a sorry chance for his freedom; and if some kind 
hearted individual is disposed to render aid and 
comfort to one of these poor God farsaken crea- 
tures, while the man-hunter is on his track, he is 
arrested for treason! and must be tried for his life, 
while the wretched victim in pursuit of freedom, is 
seized, manacled, and taken back into hopeless 
bondage. Change the order of things by a divi- 
sion of the Union, and Canada, in one respect, 
would be brought to the very doors of slavery ; for 
in the event of a division of the Union, and two 
separate, independent nations growing out of such 
division, there would be no fugitive slave law in 
force in the Northern States. Slaves would come 
into the free States as other emigrants do, and the 
laws of the Northern Confederacy would protect 
them in their “lives, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.” The South understands all this well 
enough, as well as numerous other evils to whicha 
separation would subject them, and consequently 
does not entertain the most remote idea of disun- 
ion. 

But in what a sorry predicament have the “chiv- 
alry” of South Carolina placed themselves. They 
have boasted of their prowess; talked largely of 
“ordnanance departments,” and have endeavored to 
convey the idea that they were ready to fight and 
conquer the United States “and the rest of man- 
kind ;” when by means of the ballot-box—a box, 
by the way, that is despised by a real South Caro- 
lina disunionist—it is ascertained that at least two 
thirds of all the voters in the State are as strongly 
attached tothe Union as are any of the other 
States. The “rattle snake,” surmounted by the 
famous motto, “touch me if you dare,” which was 
paraded through the streets of Charleston by dis- 
unionists on the 4th of July last, has given itself a

Fairfield Co. Association. 


The Fairfield Co. Baptist Association held its fit- 
teenth anniversary with the Baptist church, Nor- 
walk, October 8th and 9th. A very good represen- 
tation being present. Rev. L. H. Wakeman, of 
Stepney, preached the introductory sermon, from 
Isaiah 82: 15—“Until the Spirit be poured upon us 
from on high, and the wilderness be a fruitful field, 
and the fruitful field be counted for a forest.” It was 
an excellent sermon on the necessity and effects of 
the shedding down upon the churches, of the Holy 
Spirit. Bro. Aaron Perkins, of Danbury, was cho- 
sen Moeerator; brethen Wm. Biddle, and Wm. 
Reid, Clerks; bro. Thomas Ambler, ‘T'reasurer.— 
The number baptized the past year, 58—received 
by letter, 56—dismissed by letter, 79—excluded, 
23—died, 18—present number in the Association, 
1186—being an apparent increase over last year of 
70 members, although only a net increase of 32; 
one church which presentented no report las; year, 
was left out in the statistics which this year was 
represented. The entire contributions for Mis- 
sionary purposes during the year, has beea $1758,- 
57, averaging almost $1.50 per member, and for for- 
eign Missions, nearly fifty cents per member.— 
The reports by the letters from the churches, pre- 
sented a more favorable state of things than I had 
feared, yet no extensive revivals have been enjoy- 
ed among any of our churches during the year, al- 
though there have been a few conversions, and in 
the churches of 2d Danbury and Bridgeport, God’s 
Spirit had been graciously shed forth in gentle re- 
freshings ; 20 had been baptized in each of these 
churches, 7 in Norwalk, and 4 in the new mission- 
ary church at Mill Plain, which was received into 
the Association at this meeting. ‘The churches of 
‘aston and Stratfield have been a long titue desti- 
tute of pastors, and have suffered material declen- 
sion in consequence They are both excellent 
churches when blessed with good pastors, but like 
most of our country churches, exceedingly feeble 
when destitute ofan under shepherd in whom they 
are united. Stratfield church, however, has just 
settled as pastor, bro. Nathan D. Benedict, who just 
at this time begins his labors among them. May 
the great Head of the church bless their union, 
and make it lasting and successful. This church 
is among the oldest Baptist churches in Connecti- 
cut, having been organized in October, 1751. They 
havejresolved to celebrate the one hundreth year of 
their existence, un the 2d Thursday of November 
next, to which they have invited all the ministers 
and members of the Association. O! that it may 
be to thema jubilee, a year of release, a time of 
the right hand of the most High. I hope too, that 
an historical discourse will be given to the public 
on that occasion, which wili be an important doc- 
ument of Baptist historical literature. For I have 
sometimes wondered what could be the origin of a 
Baptist church in this county so early, when the 
Baptist cause has lang been, and still is so small 
and feeble at this day. 
The missionary sermon was preached by bro. 
Wm. Reid, from Mark 16: 15, “Go ye into all the 
world,” &c. &c. I will perhaps give you an out- 
line of this sermon at another time. Bro. Reid 
read a Jetter from bro. Ira R. Steward, soliciting 
aid for the Baptist Mariner’s church, N. York.-- 
Eight doilars were handed in by a few individuals. 
An interesting letter was read by bro Reid, from 
bro. Cross, of ‘Tavoy, together with a letter of cor- 
respondence from the Tavoy Association of Bap- 
tist churches. The Association voted that they be 
given to the editor of the Christian Secretary, for : 
publication. A resolution was passed, similar to 
that passed in the New London Association in re- 
ference to the effort now making to raise $10,000 
to erect a new building for the Conn, Lit. Institu- 
tion at Suffield. 
Remarks were made by bro. Reid and others, 
and I believe much interest is felt among us on this 
subject. Sermons were also preached by bro. B. 
H. Lincoln of New Rochelle, and bro. N. M. Per- 
kins of Waterbury.

IMPORTANT EROM THE WHALING FLERT. 

The following vesseis are reported as being to- 
tally lost this season. Ajax of Havre, total loss; 
Armata of New London, total loss ; Henry Thomp- 
son, of New London, total loss ; Arabella of New 
Bedford, total loss; the New Bedford of New 
Bedford, total loss; Cosmopolitan of France, total 
loss ; Mary Mitchell of San Francisco, do, It ap- 
pears that the whole whaling fleet had wintered in 
the Gu.i vt Anacir, Northern part of the Sea of 
Kamskatka, and in the coming Spring had set sail 
for Behring Straits. But in attempting to pass 
through into the Arctic Ocean, the fleet was envi- 
roned by ice, and the above named vessels were 
totally wrecked. ‘The crews of the destroyed ves- 
sels are reported to have reached the main land in 
safety, but it is said that some disturbances with 
the natives afterwards, in which 11 of the whale- 
men lost their lives. ‘The John Wells is stated to 
have borne evidence of the severe navigation she 
had encountered. Her spars were nearly all gone, 
her hull more or less damaged, and she had scarce- 
ly a sheet of copper upon her. She was the first 
whaler ever sent from Newark. It was supposed 
that 60 more vessels had shared the same fate of 
those mentioned above,and it was quite improbable 
how many more would be lost in attempting to es- 
cape fromthe ice. The general results of this 
season’s whule fishing, is set down as a total fail- 
re. 

A disease has broken out among the Chinese 
population of Callifornia. 
The whaling fleet on the coast have done little or 
nothing, and are making their way westward to re- 
fit and try to retrieve their lost fortunes. 
A munity occurred on board the schr. Spartan, 
at Acapulco. The mutineers were arrested and 
the vessel oidered by the U. S. Consul to lay un- 
der the guns of the Vandalia. 
The Panama Railroad was progessing favorably 
The engineers confidently expect to run a loco- 
motive to Gatoon by Oct. 12th. 
Among tlie passengers by the Illinois, are seven 
persons who have made over 100,000 dollars at the 
mines. 
The California market# are very flattering.— 
Bread stuffs had advanced, and were st'll on the 
rise. Provisions likewise improved. Lumber 
steady ; Boots and shoes plenty ; seamen’s wages 
keep up, and cause considerable difficulty to out- 
ward bound vessels. 
San Francisco Bonds at present rates give the 
holder 25 per cent. per annum. 
No execution has taker place in California since 
the sailing of the last steamer. The Gold Dig- 
gings continued to yield rich returns. The quartz 
veins are being worked with great success. In 
the Dry Diggings, the miners are only waiting for 
the rainy season to take out large amounts of the 
gold.
